To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Gomnittee. 

Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1951* 

The  birth  rate  of  15*4  shows  a small  increase  on 
that  of  14.7  for  the  previous  year  and  differs  little  from 
the  rates  of  15*8  and  15.5  for  the  Administrative  County  and 
England  and  Wales  respectively.  Of  the  total  births  registered, 
2.5  per  cent  were  illegitimate  as  compared  with  3*4  per  cent 
in  1950. 

The  death  rate  from  all  causes  was  13*8  as  compared 
with  12.5  for  1950.  Seventy  one  per  cent  of  the  deaths  were 
of  persons  aged  60  years  and  over.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulation  were  the  predominant  cause  of  death,  49  per  cent 
of  the  deaths  being  attributable  to  this  cause. 

The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  was  low,  being 
0.24  compared  with  0.28  for  the  Administrative  County  and 
0.32  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  13  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
compared  with  4 in  the  previous  year,  5 of  which  occurred  in 
the  first  week  of  life. 

There  was  one  maternal  death,  which  was  the  first 
such  death  to  occur  during  the  past  5 years. 

The  incidence  of  all  infectious  diseases  was 
exceptionally  slight.  For  the  second  successive  year  no  cases 
of  diphtheria  occurred.  There  has  now  been  only  one  case  of 
this  disease  since  1946.  Immunisation  has  during  the  past 
decade  brought  about  an  enormous  reduction  in  the  incidence 
of  and  deaths  from  diphtheria.  Whereas,  there  were,  in 
England  and  Wales,  between  the  years  1930  and  1940,  a yearly 
average  of  about  2,800  deaths  from  diphtheria,  the  deaths 
in  the  year  1951  numbered  34  (provisional).  Diphtheria, 
however,  is  still  a deadly  disease  and  an  ever  present  threat 
to  the  community,  and  if  a return  to  the  high  mortality  of 
the  past  is  to  be  avoided,  an  adequate  level  of  immunisation 
must  be  maintained.  Whooping  cough  immunisation  is  becoming 
more  widely  practised  and  is  of  proven  value  in  protecting 
against  the  disease,  although  the  protection  afforded  is  by 
no  means  as  complete  as  in  the  case  of  diphtheria  immunisation. 

The  housing  situation  which  is  commented  upon  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  his  report,  continues  to  be  a major 
and  serious  problem.  The  provision  of  adequate  housing  is 
of  fundamental  importance  in  the  prevention  of  physical  and 
mental  ill  health  in  the  community.  While  families  have  to 
endure  insanitary  and  overcrowded  housing  conditions,  with 
all  the  ill  effects,  physical,  mental  and  moral,  which  such 
conditions  engender,  much  of  our  efforts  to  promote  health 
will  be  ineffective. 
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In  my  report  for  the  year  1950  I referred  to  the 
increasing  proportion  of  old  people  in  our  population,  The 
health  visitors,  hone  nurses  and  hone  helps  are  devoting 
an  increasing  proportion  of  their  tine  to  the  needs  of  the 
aged  sick  and  infim.  In  nany  cases  they  are  able  to  help 
then  with  their  personal  and  donestic  problens,  and  can 
enable  then  to  live  reasonably  comfortable  lives  in  their 
own  hones  instead  of  having  to  be  removed  to  hostel  or 
hospital  accommodation.  In  this  connection  I would  mention 
the  valuable  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  the  old  people 
of  Aireborough  made  by  the  Airebo rough  Old  People's  Welfare 
Committee,  who  are  providing  nany  excellent  services  of  a 
recreational  character  which  are  not  covered  by  existing 
statutory  provision. 

As  the  Urban  District  of  Aireborough  is  included  in 
Division  5 of  the  West  Riding  County  Council’s  Divisional 
Administration  of  the  Preventive  Medical  Services,  I have, 
for  completeness,  included  in  an  appendix  to  this  Report, 
information  and  statistics  relating  to  these  services. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  in  and 
sympathetic  consideration  of  the  problems  confronting  the 
Health  Department  during  the  year.  I would  also  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  courteous  assistance  I have  received 
from  the  Officers  of  the  Council,  and. of  the  loyal  co-operation 
of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.

Measles 


92  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year, 

52  of  which  were  notified  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year 
and  91  in  the  first  half  of  the  year.  The  disease  was  mild 
in  character  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  42  notified  cases.  The  disease  generally 
was  mild . in  character  and  there  were  no  deaths.  No  immunisa- 
tion against  whooping  cough  was  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority  during  the  year,  but  some  children  were 
immunised  by  their  own  private  doctors. 
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Acute  Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  acute  paralytic  poliomyelitis  was 
notified.  The  patient  was  an  infant. 

Paratyphoid 

One  case  of  paratyphoid  was  notified  in. October. 

This  case  was  a school  child  and  was  associated  with  an 
outbreak  at  St. Joseph’s  College,  Bradford,  which  school 
she  attended. 

Tuberculosis 

21  new  cases • of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  came  to 
notice  during. the  year,  12  by  formal  notif ications  and  9 by 
other  sources • There  was  1 notified  case  of  non— pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  There  were  6 deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Urban  District  are 
referred  to  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  at  the  Chest  Clinic, 
Whit  el ey  Croft,  Station  Hoad,  Otley. 

The  domiciliary  supervision  and  after  care  of 
tuberculous  patients  is  carried  out  by  a Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor,  who  is  attached  to  the  staff  of  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer. 

The  Leeds  Mass  Radiography  Unit  carried  out  a Mass 
Radiography  Survey  of  the  staff  at  Menston  Hospital  in 
August.  259  males  and  132  females  were  examined.  Six  cases 
with  active  tuberculous  lesions  requiring  observation  or 
treatment  were  discovered  end  seven  cases  with  inactive 
tuberculous,  lesions.  In  addition  19  persons  were  found  to 
have  a non-tub erculous  abnormality  of  the  heart  or  lungs.

The  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  shows  a 
substantial  decrease  over  the  previous  two  years.  The  cost 
per  1000  population  for  1949-50  was  £326;  1950-51  £285,  and 
1951-52  £260:  while  basing  the  cost  on  per  1000  houses  we  get 
the  following  figures: 

1949-50  £1083;  1950-51  £950,  and  1951-52  £864. . The  latter 
figure  gives  the  cost  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse 
for  twelve  months  from  each  individual  house  in  the  District 
for  17/3,  a remarkably  low  figure  with  present  high  costs  of 
transport,  wages,  etc. 


During  the  year  the  amount  of  waste  materials  reclaimed 
from  household  refuse  etc.  was  350  tons,  and  it  was  sold  for 
£6,224.  This  figure  is  the  highest  realised  in  any  one  year 
from  salvage  sales. 


Housing  is  still  one  of  the  major  problems  of  the 
District,  and  unfortunately  the  number  of  houses  completed 
during  1951  by  the  Council  for  letting  to  people  on  the  waiting 
list  was  34,  the  smallest  number  completed  in  any  one  pre-war 
or  post-war  year  since  the  inception  of  the  Aireborough 
Authority.  At  the  cessation  of  hostilities  we  looked  forward 
to  the  building  of  new  houses.  We  were  of  the  opinion  that 
each  succeeding  year  the  number  of  houses  erected  would 
increase.  This  has  proved  a fallacy,  and  people  are  still 
living  in  houses  which  were  condemned  in  pre-war  years. 


Due  to  the  slow  rate  of  building,  people  are  being  forced 
to  live  in  property  which  ought  to  be  dealt  with  under  Slum 
Clearance  - a pitiful  state  of  affairs  seven  years  after  the 
war. 


Good  houses  are  deteriorating  due  to  the  Rent  and 
Mortgagees’  Restriction  Acts,  and  the  high  cost  of  repairs  for 
essential  maintenance. 


A full  inspection  of  the  schools  in  the  District  was 
made,  and  it  seems  a pity  that,  while  so  much  money  is  spent  on 
education  and  the  administration  thereof,  such  appalling 
neglect  can  be  tolerated  in  regard  to  inadequate  sanitary 
facilities  for  the  schools  of  the  District. 


The  statistics  of  atmospheric  pollution  are  still 
being  recorded  and  comparable  figures  can  now  be  used  for 
assessing  the  presence  of  soluble  and  insoluble  deposits, 


and  sulphur  prevailing  in  the  atmosphere  of  the  District. 


The  staff  in  my  Department  is  the  same  in  number 
as  pre-war  although  the  work  is  increasing,  and  consideration 
should  he  given  to  the  appointment  of  further  staff  for  the 
safeguarding  of  the  environmental  hygiene  of  the  District. 


May  I take' this  opportunity  of  thanking  you,  Madam 
Chairman,  and  Members,  for  your  kind  co-operation  in  all 
matters  relating  to  my  Department,  whilst  I would  like  to 
express  my  appreciation  to  the  Members  and  to  my  staff  for 
their  loyal  support  during  the  year#

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POOD  INSPECTION 


The  sampling  of  food  and  drugs  is  carried  out  in  this 
District  by  the  West  Hiding  County  Council,  and  their 
Inspectors  are  stationed  at  Shipley. 

There  are  seventeen  private  slaughterhouses  in  the 
District,  but  these  are  only  used  for  the  slaughtering  of 
pigs  with  Pood  Office  Permits  or  emergency  slaughter,  to  which 
30  visits  have  been  made. 

The  present  neat  allocation  is  slaughtered  at  Otley 
abattoir.  Assistance  is  given  for  the  inspection  of  meat  at 
that  abattoir  when  requested. 

42  visits  have  been  made  to  bakehouses  and  152  visits 
to  food  preparing  premises. 

The  Council  adopted  the  Model  Clean  Pood  Byelaws  for 
the  District.

At  31st  December,  1951,  there  were  registered 
for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  58  premises,  of  which  five  were 
also  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream,  using  a 
cold  mix  preparation. 

Sales  from  these  premises  (and  the  mobile  vans 
entering  the  district),  the  provision  of  washing  facilities 
and  general  cleanliness,  and  the  temperatures  in  the  various 
storage  holders  were  periodically  checked,  and  samples  of  ice 
cream  taken  informally  for  bacteriological  testing  in  our  own 
laboratory.

Pifty-f ive  visits  have  been  made  to  Factories  and 
Workshops  in  the  District. 

Four  notices  were  served  for  insufficient  or 
unsuitable  and  defective  sanitary  accommodation.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


During  the  year  ending  1951?  3729  loads  of  refuee 
were  collected,  the  disposal  of  same  was  by  tipping  at  the 
old  Guiseley  Sewage  Works  which  are  now  derelict. 

Salvage  was  commenced  by  the  Council  in  April, 
1940,  and  to  the  period  ending  31st  March,  1952,  3590  tons  of 
material  have  been  salvaged  and  sold  for  £24,  230.  For  the 
year  ending  March,  1952,  we  salvaged  350  tons  of  materials  and 
sold  same  for  £6244,  an  increase  of  88  tons,  and  an  increase 
in  income  of  £3733  on  the  previous  year*  The  statistical  chart 
is  appended. 

The  Council  received  approval  and  loan  sanction 
for  the  erection  of  a modern  pre-separation  and  disposal  plant 
to  be  erected  at  New  Scarborough.  The  tender  of  Messrs. 

Heenan  & Froude  Ltd.  was  accepted  for  the  sum  of  £37?  520.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  cleansing  of 
the  Public  Conveniences  at  MicklefielcL  Lane,  Victoria  Avenue, 
Albert  Square,  Town  Hall  Square,  New  Scarborough  and  Oxford 
Road.  The  Committee  have  agreed  to  the  taking  over  of  some 
disused  conveniences  at  7/hit e Cross  and  converting  these  into 
Public  Conveniences,  while  plans  are  being  prepared  for  the 
erection  of  new  Public  Conveniences  in  Albert  Square  to  replace 
the  existing  ones  which  are  unsatisfactory. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

Sewere  have  been  extended  for  the  provision  of  new 
houses  at  the  Bolton  House  Estate,  including  Windmill  Lane, 
Yeadon;  plans  are  being  prepared  for  the  sewering  of  Guiseley 
fields  area  where  a large  estate  of  Council  houses  will 
eventually  be  built.  A new  sewer  of  larger  dimensions  is  being 
relaid  in  Green  Lane. 

Plans  are  now  being  prepared  for  the  sewering  of 
Hawksworth,  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  erection  of  a small  sewage 
disposal  works  near  Jumbo  Beck. 

Negotiations  were  entered  into  with  Ilkley  Urban 
District  Council  to  treat  the  sewage  from  the  Mens ton  arm  for 
another  ten  years. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

During  the  year  45  new  water  closets  were  installed  in 
new  houses  and  9 additional  for  old  properties,  the  estimated 
number . of  water  closets  in  the  district  being  10,413?  comprising 
approximately  7634  dwellings  with  one  W.C.,  339  with  two  W.C's, 
and  191  houses  with  joint  W.C's,  the  approximate  number  of  W.C’s 
in  factories  is  609,  shops  151?  hotels  and  public  houses  182, 
business  premises  185,  public  conveniences,  schools  and  other 
premises  804. 

There  still  remain  34  privy  middens  and  16  pail  closets 
due  to  the  absence  of  sewers  or  the  property  being  in  confirmed 
clearance  areas. 

Inspection  was  made  cf  all  the  schools  in  the  area 
and  grave  deficiencies  were  found  in  the  provision  of  sanitary 
and  washing  facilities  provided. 

Inspection  was  made  of  all  the  Public  Houses  in  the 
district  and  in  certain  cases  improvement  is  long  overdue.  A 
copy  of  the  report  was  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Licensing 
Justices . 
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SANITARY  ACCOMMODAII  ON 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  District  of  Aireborough  is  provided  with  two 
public  water  supplies,  viz.  the  Guiseley  undertaking  which  is 
owned  by  the  Aireborough  Urban  District  Council  and  provides 
water  to  the  Parish  of  G-uiseley,  and  the  Yeadon  Waterworks 
Company,  which  is  a Private  Company,  and  supplies  the  remainder 
of  the  district. 

Thirty-eight  samples  of  water  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of  the  public  supplies 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Dept,  and  were  satisfactory.  Pour 
samples  were  taken  of  the- raw  water  before  treatment. 

The  supply  provided  by  Guiseley  is  chiefly  borehole 
water  from  the  Netherfield  Road  and  Moor  Top  boreholes.  The 
Yeadon  supply  is  mainly  from  the  Hawksworth  Moors  gathered  into 
Reva  Reservoir,  the  supply  is  supplemented  from  additional 
boreholes . 

The  water  gathered  from  the  moors  is  plumbo-solvent , 
but  same  is  adequately  treated  and  of  eight  samples  taken,  all 
were  satisfactory. 

The  approximate  number  of  houses  not  on  a Public 
Water  Supply  in  the  District  is  91,  but  the  majority  of  these 
have  a piped  supply  from  private  sources.  There  are  no  standpipes 
in  the  district.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  on  the  public 
supply  is  8,229  with  an  approximate  population  of  27,347. 

One  sample  of  water  was  taken  of  a private  supply  in 
the  Rufford  Park  area  and  found  unsatisfactory;  this  property 
has  now  been  connected  to  the  public  supply. 

Notice  was  served  for  new  service  pipes  for  four 
houses  in  Windmill  Fold. 

The  Council  considered  the  question  of  disposal  of 
the  Guiseley  Water  Undertaking  to  the  Yeadon  Waterworks  Company, 
but  negotiations  were  not  proceeded  with.

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HOUSING 


During  the  year  1951  the  number  of  houses  erected  was 
45 i comprising  34  Council  houses  which  were  "built  as  follows: 
Rawdon  2,  Yeadon  18,  Guiseley  6,  Hawksworth  8;  11  houses  were 
built  by  private  licenses  and  situate  as  fallows:  Rawdon  2, 

Hawksworth  5,  Guiseley  1,  Yeadon  3.  This  makes  a total  of 
houses  built  since  the  494,  of  which  379  were  permanent,  and 
50  temporary,  Council  houses;  and  65  were  by  private  enterprise. 

The  Trustees  of  the  late  Drank  Parkinson  have  commenced 
to  erect  six  homes  for  aged  people  at  Towngate,  Guiseley; 
provision  has  also  been  made  for  a flat  for  a Warden,  who  will 
be  responsible  for  the  care  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Homes. 

A Management  Committee  has  been  created,  to  which  the  Council 
has  nominated  two  members. 

During  the  year  177  dwelling  houses  were  inspected  for 
housing  defects,  and  the  total  number  of  inspections  made  for 
that  purpose  was  410. 

The  Council  adopted  in  principle  the  making  of  grants 
to  persons  for  improvement  of  housing  accommodation  on  the 
conditions,  and  subject  to  the  provisions,  set  out  in  the 
Housing  Act,-  1949.  Seven  applications  were  received,  of  which 
five  were  granted  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Notice  was  given  for  the  removal  of  two  caravans  and 
one  temporary  building,  which  were  being  used  for  habitation. 

OVERCROWDING 


As  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  number  of  dwellings 
overcrowded  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  6,  the  number  of 
families  dwelling  therein  was  10,  and  the  total  number  of 
occupants  60.  No  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported.  One 
case  of  overcrowding  was  relieved  during  the  year,  the  number 
of  persons  concerned  being  12.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  study  of  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  in 
Aireborough  was  first  commenced  in  July,  1946,  when  apparatus 
for  measuring  the  quantities  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  was 
set  up  in  the  Department's  laboratory.  The  apparatus  draws 
in  air  continously  from  High  Street  to  provide  a daily  reading 
of  these  two  types  of  pollution,  the  result  being  expressed 
as  a definite  actual  concentration  of  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide  in  a stated  volume  of  air.  The  concentration  of 
sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air  is  known  to  be  much  affected  by 
weather  conditions  such  as  wind  and  rain,  and  for  this  reason 
day  to  day  variations  are  considerably  greater  than  that  of 
the  original  emission  of  the  gas  from  chimneys,  flues,  etc. 

The  effects  of  the  weather  thus  also  show  themselves  in  the 
monthly  averages,-  as  given  below,  with  the  result  that  the 
records  of  many  years  sampling  are  required  before  it  is 
possible  to  draw  any  conclusions  about  changes,  for  better  or 
worse,  in  the  emission  of  sulphur  dioxide;  with  54  years* 
records  now  available  for  this  district  we  are  at  the  beginning 
of  the  time  when  comparisons  may  be  reasonably  made.

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Given  below  are  two  tables  revealing  the  yearly 
cycles  of  the  monthly  mean  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide 
observed  by  the  volumetric  method,  and  the  monthly  mean 
concentration  of  suspended  impurities,  consisting  chiefly 
of  smoke.  The  column  S5  contains  the  mean  rate  for  the  five 
summer  months  of  May  to  September;  column  W5  contains 
corresponding  values  for  November  to  March  of  winter;  and  the 
ratio  W5/S 5 is  shown  in  the  last  column.  The  results  for 
April  and  October  are  only  used  for  calculating  the  year’s 
average  figure,  as  during  these  months  the  need  for  artificial 
heating  is  extremely  variable.  Prom  November  to  March  fires 
are  usually  lighted  as  a matter  of  course,  i.e.  daily,  while 
from  May  to  September  they  are  used  very  infrequently  and 
occasionally  during  the  daytime.

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On  May  1st  1950  a lead  peroxide  candle  was  placed  on 
Yeadon  Moor  for  monthly  exposure  to  the  air,  so  that  the  lead 
peroxide  would  absorb  sulphur  dioxide  from  an  indeterminable 
volume  of  air.  The  results  obtained  are  monthly  values, 
reduced  to  weights  per  day  per  area  of  candle  - not  volumetric 
as  aboe  - and  will  be  of  statistical  use  eventually  to  show 
the  yearly  cycle  of  deposited  lead  sulphate.  In  settled 
weather  conditions  the  oandle  absorbs  sulphur  dioxide  at  a 
rate  proportional  to  the  concentration  of  the  gas  in  the  air, 
but  is  greatly  affected  by  any  changes  in  the  weather  - the 
moisture  surface  in  winter  is  more  reactive  than  in  summer  — 
but  over  lengthy  periods  during  either  winter  or  summer,  and 
particularly  with  a few  years’  figures  available,  the  effects 
of  weather  conditions  are  not  so  great  as  with  the  volumetric 
system.

A first  Deposit  Gauge  of  Standard  pattern  was 
placed  on  open  ground  on  Yeadon  Moor  on  1st  September,  1947 
at  a height  above  sea  level  of  655  feet,  for  the  deposit  of 
atmospheric  pollution,  and  the  analysis  was  carried  out 
monthly  by  the  County  Analysts. 

It  soon  became  apparent  that  such  a single  gauge 
could  not  provide  reasonable  or  reliable  readings  for  an 
area  the  size  of  Aireborough  Urban  District,  nor  for  one  of 
such  variety  of  trades  and  land  usages.  The  ideal  appeared 
to  be  for  innumerable  gauges  to  be  spaced  out  over  the 
District  on  a grid  system,  and  at  least  to  be  at  half-mile 
intervals:  the  obstacle  to  such  a scheme  would  be  the 
initial  costs  of  installation  and  the  monthly  costs  of  full 
analyses.  Maintenance  too,  could  prove  expensive,  if  a 
winter  of  severe  frosts  damaged  the  glass  receivers,  as 
we  experienced  here  on  Yeadon  Moor. 

Thus  a simplified  deposit  gauge  and  a simplified 
analysis  was  essential.  Some  five  small  gauges,  of  our  «, 
construction  on  similar  lines;  to  the  Standard  Gauge,  were 
manufactured  and  sited  on  a line  across  the  District  from 
West  to  East,  covering  a variety  of  localities  and  at  varying 
altitudes;  and  the  monthly  analyses  were  carried  out  in  our 
own  laboratory,  determining  only  for  the  total  soluble  and 
insoluble  matters. 

These  five  gauges  were  placed  at 

West:  Reva  Reservoir  - an  open  moorland  - 725  ft.  above  sea- 

level. 

Tranmere  Park  - on  residential  land  - 525  ft.  above 

sea-level. 

Guiseley  Moor  - on  agricultural  land  - 750  ft.  above- 

eea-level . 

Nunroyd  Park  - within  industrial  area  - 450  ft.  above 

sea-level. 

East:  Layton  Lane  - on  residential  land  - 525  ft.  above 

sea-level. 


These  came  into  operation  on  1st  May,  1948. 
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Damage  to  the  glass-ware  was  quite  frequent  - frost 
in  Winter  and  high  winds  in  Autumn  - so  that  in  February, 

1949,  an  experiment  in  the  use  of  stainless  steel  collecting 
howls  and  receivers  was  instituted  for  the  Yeadon  Moor  Standard 
Gauge,  and  this  use  has  continued  with  apparently  successful 
results,  with  no  parts  of  the  gauge  liable  to  any  damage  from 
any  type  of  weather  experienced  in  this  area. 

Finally,  commencing  1st  June,  1949,  we  placed  a 
further  two  gauges  of  our  own  design  in  central  areas,  one  at 
Guiseley  to  catch  deposits  from  industry,  and  the  other  at 
Yeadon  in  the  track  of  winds  crossing  a developing  housing 
estate 

Mount  Pleasant  - on  residential  land  - 555  ft.  above  sea  level. 

Yeadon  Cemetery  - in  a developing  residential  area  - 660  ft. 

above  sea  level. 

Although  the  ideal  is  not  yet  reached,  we  have  the 
District  fairly  well  covered  with  gauges, and,  as  the  tabulated 
results  show,  the  diversity  of  readings;  obtained  does  not  give  a 
better  picture,  of  atmospheric  pollution  for  Aireborough  than 
would  have  been  the  case  with  a single  Standard  Gauge  situated 
on  Yeadon  Moor.

To  place  the  records  of  the  rates  of  deposit  in  line 
with  those  adopted  nationally,  similar  to  the  tables  used  for 
the  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  readings,  the  year  is  taken  from 
April  to  March  and  sub-divided  into  six  summer  months  and  six 
winter  months.

At  this  stage  in  the  study  of  atmospheric  pollution  in 
Aireborough  it  is  only  possible  to  determine  an  average  value  over 
a period^of  three  years,  and  thus  barely  commence  to  obtain  any 
figures  for  comparison  purposes,  but  from  now  on  year  by  year  we 
shall  be  in  apposition  to  note  the  trend  of  pollution  in  the 
varying  localities  with  a greater  degree  of  accuracy.

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During  "the  year  under  review  there  has  thus  been 
a very  slight  increase  of  8 tons  per  square  mile  over  the 
whole  district  in  the  amount  of  solid  material  deposited. 

Once  again  various  abnormal  factors,  excluding  weather 
conditions  and  variable  winds,  may  account  for  the  higher 
District  results  - some  due  to  the  siting  of  the  gauges  and 
some  due  to  the  construction  of  our  own  models  - for  we  can 
still  list  the  following  possible  causes  for  1951: 

1,  Gauges  in  domestic  gardens  collecting  ash  from 
burning  garden  rubbish, 

2,  A possible  interference  with  the  gauge  by  young 
children. 

3,  Bird-droppings  contaminating  two  or  three  gauges 
on  occasion,  where  sited  near  open  stretches  of 
water  or  in  parkland. 

The  annual  amount  of  coal  burnt  in  the  domestic 
grates  in  the  District  itself  is  obviously  increasing,  as 
well  as  in  the  neighbouring  urban  and  city  areas  from  which 
we  receive  winds.  In  Aireborough  in  1939,  there  were  7,440 
houses,  presumably  burning  18,600  tons  of  coal,  in  1950 
there  were  8, 283  houses'  burning  20,700  tons,  and  in  1951 
8,322  houses  burning  20,800  tons. 

The  deposit  gauge  is  used  to  calculate  the  rate 
at  which  solid  materials  in  the  atmosphere  are  deposited  at 
ground  level,  and  so,  by  inference,  the  rate  at  which  these 
solids  are  emitted  into  the  air.  The  diversity  of  the  results 
from  month  to  month  in  one  gauge  does  show  that  variations 
in  actual  emission  only  account  for  a very  small  part  of  the 
differences;  the  differences  are  mostly  due  to  all  weather 
factors  - wind  may  take  solids  away  from  the  district,  or  it 
may  bring  others  to  it;  rain  may  wash  down  a greater  part 
of  all  solids;  fine  hot  weather  with  rising  air  lifts  and 
carii  es  away  the  particles  in  still  air  and  during  the  fog 
periods  the  results  of  local,  open  fires  falls  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  chimney.  On  the  average  over  a long  period 
of  time,  however,  rainfa.ll,  winds  and  other  weather  conditions 
are  approximately  constant;  snake  emissions  are  obviously  not 
so.  Thus  by  determining  mean,  values  over  long  periods,  i.e. 
five  years,  more  accurate  changes  in  emissions  of  pollution 
in  any  one  area  may  be  stated,  and  more  accurate  comparisons 
made  between  the  winter  and  summer  months.

The  above  figures  show  clearly  the  present  trend 
towards  hospital  confinement,  especially  in  Horsforth,  a state  of 
affairs  which  is  having  an  adverse  effect  on  the  domiciliary 
midwifery  service. 

2.  Domiciliary  Midwifery 

The  services  of  nine  full-time  County  domiciliary 
midwives  were  available  in  the  Division  during  the  year,  and 
relief  duties  were  undertaken  by  a Relief  Midwife.  Nurse  Holliday, 
the  midwife  in  Calverley,  resigned  in  October,  and  in  view  of  the 
falling  numbers  of  domiciliary  confinements  in  Horsforth, Nurse 
Richardson  was  transferred  from  Horsforth  to  the  Ca.lv erley  area. 

All  the  midwives  are  qualified  to  administer  G-as  and  Air 
Analgesia  and  are  equipped  with  the  necessary  apparatus. 

In  addition  to  attending  domiciliary  confinements,  the 
midwives  also  attend  those  cases  confined  in  hospitals  and  nursing 
homes  if  they  are  discharged  home  before  the  end  of  the  lying-in 
period. 

One  independent  midwife  practised  in  the  Aireborough

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2.  Day  Nurseries 


The  demand  for  day  nursery  accommodation  continues 
and  apart  from  casual  absence  due  to  sickness,  all  the  day 
nurseries  have  "been  fully  used  and  have  considerable  waiting 
lists*  Children  in  the  age  range  0—5  years  are  admitted,  and 
the  following  categories  are  eligible  for  admissions - 

(a)  The  young  child  whose  mother  is  ill  or 
having  a baby. 

(b)  The  illegitimate  child  whose  mother  is 
seeking  work. 

(c)  Children  of  parents  who  cannot  find 
suitable  homes  or  are  living  in  over- 
crowded and/or  insanitary  dwellings. 

(d)  The  young  child  of  the  widow  who  must 
educate  and  support  the  family  unassisted, 
and  also  the  young  child  of  the  mother 
whose  husband  is  ill. 

(e)  The  child  whose  mother  is  engaged  in  the 
Textile  Industry. 

The  nurseries  are  recognised  by  the  Ministries  of 
Health  and  Education  as  training  centres  for  students  for  the 
certificate  of  the  National  Nursery  Examination  Board. 

All  the  children  attending  the  nurseries  are 
medically  examined  monthly,  and  diphtheria  immunisation  is  also 
carried  out  when  necessary.

3.  Premature  Infants 

Special  equipment,  for  use  in  the  nursing  of  prematur. 
babies  at  home,  is  stationed  at  the  Pudsey  Ambulance  Depot  from 
which  it  can  be  delivered  to  the  home  at  any  time  day  or  night 
at  the  request  of  a doctor  or  midwife.  Nurse  Gibson  and  Nurse 
Roberts  have  attended  a special  course  of  instruction  in  the 
care  of  premature  babies  at  the  Sorrento  Maternity  Home, 
Birmingham,  and  arrangements,  have  been  made  for  them  to  be 
notified  of  all  premature  births  in  order  that  they  can  advise 
and  assist  the  domiciliary  midwives  as  to  their  care. 

Provision  is  made  on  the  notification  of  birth  card 
for  the  birth  weight  of  the  infant  to  be  stated,  and  if  it  is 
5-s-lbs.  or  less  the  infant  is  considered  to  be  premature.

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4.  Illegitimate  Children 

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  unmarried  mothers  and 
their  children  to  give  any  necessary  help  and  advice.  Effective 
co-operation  exists  between  the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office 
and  the  various  statutory  and  voluntary  bodies  who  may  be 
concerned  in  dealing  with  the  many  social  problems  which  these 
cases  frequently  present. 

The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility 
within  prescribed  limits  for  unmarried  mothers  admitted  to  Moral 
Welfare  Homes.

HEALTH  VISITING 

Under  Section  24  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  health  visiting  became,  for  the  first  time  in  its  history, 
a statutory  duty.  The  relevant  section  says;  "It  shall  be  a 
duty  of  every  local  health  authority  to  make  provision  in  their 
area  for  the  visiting  of  persons  in  their  homes  by  visitors,  to 
be  called  "health  visitors",  for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as 
to  the  care  of  young  children,  persons  suffering  from  illness 
and  expectant  or  nursing  mothers,  and  as  to  the  measures 
necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection."  Previously  the 
health  visitor  was  mainly  concerned' with  tiie  welfare  of  mothers 
and  young  children  under  five  years,  and  although  this  must 
continue  to  be  an  important  part  of  her  work,  she  is  now  also 
concerned  with  the  promotion  of  health  within  the  family  as  a 
unit,  and  the  scope  of  her  work  has  consequently  been  very 
considerably  extended  and  broadened.  An  increasing  part  of  her 
time  is  being  devoted  to  the  problems  of  the  aged  and  the  care 
and  after  care  of  patients  discharged  from  hospital.  She  also 
attends  at  the  Infant  Welfare,  Ante-Natal  and  School  Clinics, 
and  undertakes  School  Medical  work. 

During  the  year  practical  work:  was  arranged  in  the 
Division  for  health  visitor  students  who  were  taking  the  course 
of  training,  arranged  jointly  by  the  County  Council  and  the 
University  of  Leeds,  for  the  Health  Visitors'  Certificate.

HOME  NURSING 


The  Home  Nursing  Service  continues  to  fill  a most 
pressing  need  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  hospital  “beds  especially 
for  the  aged  chronic  sick,  and  the  early  discharge  of  patients 
from  hospital  owing  to  the  pressure  on  hospital  accommodation. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained  with 
general  practitioners  and  the  various  hospitals  in  relation  to 
this  service. 


Each  nurse  has  under  her  care  articles  of  equipment 
for  1-tan  to  patients  who  are  being  nursed  at  home.  Large 
articles  of  equipment  such  as  wheel  chairs,  etc.  are  stored  at 
the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office,  and  are  available  for  loan 
to  patients  as  required.  The  existing  equipment  has  been 
augmented  and  is  now  very  comprehensive  in  range.
